FIRST SESSION— TUESDAY AFTERNOON, 
June 30th, 1896. 

The meeting was held at Hotel Victory, Put-in-Bay, O. 

The convention was called to order by President Tobey at 
4 o'clock p. m. 

The President : It has been the custom of our association to 
have a welcome address from the Mayor of the town or city at 
which we have held our meetings. I understand that the Mayor 
of this village is an extremely modest man, and does not wish to 
make such an address. As the entertainment committee has 
selected this place for our meeting, I think it would be proper for 
the chairman of that committee to give us the address of welcome. 
I call upon Mr. Herbst. 

Mr. F. W. Herbst: Mr. President and gentlemen, I did not 
expect to be called upon to make any remarks. The entertain- 
ment committee visited this place, secured hotel accommodations, 
and fixed upon the time of holding this meeting ; and they have 
mapped out a little programme which has been printed and par- 
tially circulated which they hope will be approved by the Asso- 
ciation. On Thursday we will take a trip to the City of Detroit, 
leaving here at 6:30 in the morning and arriving at Park Davis 
& Co.'s place at 11 o'clock. They have invited us to take 
luncheon with them and we have accepted the invitation. From 
there we will go to the City of Detroit, where we will remain 
until 5 o'clock in the evening.

The President : I will call upon Mr. Bart Whitteker of Cin- 
cinnati to respond. 

Mr. Whitteker: Mr. President and Chairman of the Enter- 
tainment Committee. I believe it is the opinion of every member 
of the Association present that the selection of this place for *the 
holding of our meeting was a happy one, and the committee 
deserves the thanks of the Association. Aside from matters of 
historical interest connected with the place, its beautiful scenery 
and the abundance of fresh water all around, makes it especially 
attractive to the Cincinnati boys, and they may learn that water 
has uses other than those prescribed in the U. S. Pharmacopoeia — 
that it is a desirable article of beverage, although that may be a 
difficult lesson to learn. (Applause). 

The President: I believe the Cleveland folks expect to have 
a Cleveland Day during our convention, and we would like to 
hear from them before we go any further. 

Calls were made for Mr. Hopp. 

Mr. Hopp: Mr. President, I don't know that I want to tell 
you what we are going to do. I will tell you of one thing: 
Through courtesy of owner, Hon. W. J. White, of Cleveland, we 
have a steam yacht, the ''Say When" here at our disposal, and 
it will be here during the entire time of our meeting. It will 
accommodate about fifty people. It will be desirable for the 
members present to register, and the sooner that is done the 
better, so that it can be arranged for taking fifty on each trip. 

The Cleveland delegation will be over tomorrow on the boat, 
and just what is on the programme we prefer to have as a matter 
of surprise, and I am not at liberty to tell any more. 

Mr. George W. Voss is called to the chair. 

President Tobey then delivered his address as follows : 

PRl^SIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Fellow Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceuiical Association : 

On this, our eighteenth annual meeting, upon this beautiful island, 
bedecked with flowers and filled with promise of plenty, we can congratulate 
ourselves upon the happy choice made in the selection of this most cheerful 
place, to renew old acquaintances and form new ones ; and deliberate on 
topics of importance and of interest to our chosen profession: 

It is not my purpose to attempt to report on the operations and doings 
of this association during the past year. The committees will be able to 
report on all topics of interest, and make such suggestions and recommenda- 
tions as in their wisdom seem just and right.

We desire to congratulate you on efforts made the past year for the 
elevation of the profession of pharmacy, by seeking to have adequate laws 
enacted, placing pharmacy on a higher plane, and demanding such recog- 
nition as justly belongs to it. 

As pharmacists, we cannot help but feel that our national law-makers 
have been slow to recognize the profession of pharmacy as it should, by 
placing a rank on a military pharmacist next to that of surgeon, with 
enlarged opportunities for advancement, commensurate with the ability and 
education required necessary to fill a place of such great responsibility. 

The committee on legislation will make such suggestions in their report 
on all matters of legislation as is deemed best, and I wish to impress upon 
the association the importance of maintaining a constant effort to bring 
about such laws as will fully recognize the profession by both national and 
state legislative bodies. - While we should be ever watchful in this direction 
we should not fail to lend every assistance to enforce such laws now exist- 
ing, tending to drive unscrupulous venders, unqualified for the profession, 
out of our ranks. 

The use of proprietary medicines as an advertising medium by depart- 
ment stores has made this branch of the drug business very unsatisfactory 
to the legitimate trade, as it tends to reflect in a very unjust way on the 
profession, in prejudicing the public against pharmacists who seek to main- 
tain a fair profit on this line, in which the public have long been accustomed 
to recognize as a proper and legitimate branch of the druggist's stock in 
trade. 

It is useless to try to maintain prices for the manufacturers of those 
goods when they are sold at cost, and less for a time, and then abandoned 
when they cannot longer be used as an advertisement, and unless there can 
be some reasonable solution to this vexed question we will be obliged to 
eliminate from our stock this class of goods, and place on sale remedies, the 
merit of which will guarantee fair compensation for handling, and render 
full satisfaction to the public. 

I would recommend that our association appoint a committee to advise 
with the Food and Dairy Commissioner, for* the purpose of setting the limit 
of variation on drugs, chemicals, etc. There can be no trouble to unite on 
this question, as no reputable druggist can afford to handle inferior goods, 
and we feel that a satisfactory and well defined basis can be established, 
and the little friction that miy exist as to the standard on that class of 
goods, termed "Commercial Drugs," will be satisfactorily adjusted, and a 
common understanding arrived at which will forever settle all cause for 
dispute. 

As pharmacists, we must insist on having pure goods, and discounte- 
nance all manufacturers who seek to lower the standard of our reputation 
by placing goods on the market that do not come up to the requirements of 
our standard works on pharmacy. 

The past few years have been marked by financial depression and we 
have been compelled to practice economy to some extent, yet it is to be 
hoped all will feel impressed with the importance of maintaining our organ-

ization on the highest plane possible, by responding to all needs for its 
perpetuity. 

Our treasurer's report will show that we have been able the past year to 
liquidate all of our old indebtedness, with a balance left in the treasury, 
putting our association, financially, in better condition than it has been 
since 1890. 

I would recommend that both cities and counties form associations for 
mutual benefit and protection : 

ist. To guard against adulterations, and see that drugs and medicines 
are up to the recognized standard 

2d. To see that all pharmacists and assistants are properly registered, 
and that the public are protected against unlawful handling of drugs and 
medicines. 

3d. That each member of our association interest himself in getting as 
many qualified druggists to unite with our organization as possible, as 
numbers carry weight, and give strength to our efforts to advance our pro- 
fession and place us in position to command respect. 

The different committees will report and bring before you topics of 
interest for your earnest consideration, and with a full knowledge of your 
zeal and ability to handle all matters of interest to our association, feel the 
history you make will be no reproach on our loved organization. 

Gentlemen, allow me now to thank you for the honor you have con- 
ferred on nie, and the pleasure of the many courtesies extended me will 
be cherished most gratefully as long as memory lasts. Again I thank you.

Let each county form a mutual protective association and uphold it. If 
such associations were formed and made subservient to this association, we 
would then get the united support of the whole state and have absolute 
control of the now most unpleasant situation. 

Then, if we were united both as county and state associations, and had 
our committees appointed to communicate with the manufacturers of pro- 
prietary articles, with request that they refrain from selling or furnishing 
supplies to cutters, the influence of this mighty association would be too 
great for them to refuse. 

Now just a few words in regard to the report of the Dairy and Food 
Commissioners. The recent exposition of some of the methods has caused 
much bitter feeling, but it seems to be the general impression that it did not 
reflect on the head of that office, and it is to be hoped the incoming officer 
will be more fortunate in the selection of his deputies.

The committee on pharmacy laws made the following report : 

PHARMACT I;AW8. 

The committee on pharmacy legislation prepared and had introduced 
a bill making some greatly needed changes in the pharmacy law, rendering 
it much more definite in its provisions, making it easier of enforcement, and 
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providing that a portion at least of the penalties arising from prosecutions 
should go to the Board of Pharmacy. 

The prospects of the passage of this bill appeared to be very good indeed, 
but unfortunately its consideration was not reached until late in the session, 
and more unfortunately still it came on the calendar during an evening 
session of the House of representatives, when there was barely a quorum 
present, and a large percentage of those were from country districts. While 
the bill received a decided majority of the votes of those present, it lacked 
the required number of votes to pass it, and the session was too far advanced 
to permit of further effort. 

The committee also did what it could in aiding to defeat the numerous 
bills introduced levying additional taxes on the sale of liquors by druggists; 
and tobacco by all retail dealers, and is pleased to report that all these were 
defeated.

The report of the committee on adulterations was read by 
Prof. Beal, as follows : 

Rl^PORT OP COMMITTISB ON ADUI#T]$RATIONS. 

1895-6. 

The committee has purposely restricted itself to the consideration of a 
small number of standard articles obtained from definite sources, believing 
that such a course would yield results of more practical value than the 
examination of a large number of substances gathered miscellaneously. 
The main object in view was to investigate the character of the products 
furnished by some manufacturers which seek to do business directly with 
physicians, claiming to be able to supply them with better materials than 
can be obtained through regular channels, and also to look into the quality 
of the drugs dispensed by certain cut rate druggists, who are known to sell 
goods a.t prices below which reliable articles could reasonably be expected 
to be sold. With few exceptions all of the articles examined were from 
such sources. The exceptions were for the purpose of comparison with 
articles obtained from reputable pharmacists. The results as set forth in 
the tables speak for themselves, and are fresh illustrations of the rule that 
vendors of drugs, like vendors of ordinary merchandise, when forced by 
competition to cut below an honest profit, invariably endeavor to recoup 
themselves by cutting below an honest quality in the goods supplied. 

Five important preparations were selected as the subjects of investigation , 
all of which readily admit of an accurate determination of their active con- 
stituents. The articles chosen were as follows: Spirit of nitrous ether, 
fluid extract of cimicifuga, tincture of opium, tincture of nux vomica and 
tincture of ferric chloride. In the case of the second and last articles the 
Qbject was the determination of the alcoholic strength of the menstruum 
employed in their manufacture. 
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In the matter of obtaining preparations for examination our experience 
has been similar to that of former committees of this association. Many 
were called upon, and but few responded with simples. To these few, 
therefore, the obligations of the committee are all the greater. 

The analytical part of the work was performed by the first two members 
of the committee named below. 

SPIRIT OF NITROUS ETHER. 
Official Requirements. 
Specific gravity about 0.836 to 0.842 at 15° C. 
Should not effervesce with potassium bicarbonate. 
Should boil distinctly at 65° C. 
Should be free from more than traces of aldehyde. 
5 cc. should yield not less than 55 cc. of NO gas at or near 25 °C. 
Six samples were assayed: 

with Pot. Bicarb. Boils. NO from 5 cc. Aldehyde. 

Effervesces. Below 65° C. 45.9 cc. Absent. 

" " 65° C. 62.7 cc. 

" at 77.5° C. 3.0 cc. 

" 72,5° C. 1.4 cc. Present.

The table shows that this article ably maintains its reputation for gen- 
eral uareliability and variation from the pharmacopoeial standard. Not a 
single specimen was found to be in accordance with official requirements. 
All of the samples were acid to litmus and eflfervesced with potassium bicar- 
bonate. Three of them met the requirement as to boiling point. One 
boiled distinctly only at 72.5 C. and another not until 77.5 C. No. 3 showed 
aldehyde to be present beyond the limit of the Pharmacopoeia. The most 
remarkable feature of the examination, however, is the variation in the 
amount of ethyl nitrite in the several samples. The poorest gave i .4 cc. of 
nitric oxid gas, or 53.6 cc. less than the normal, and the best 62.7 cc. or 
7.7 cc. above normal. The sample which was excessive in strenght is the 
product of a celebrated manufacturing pharmacist and was obtained through 
a reputable druggist. The others were from various sources. One of the 
poorest specimens was from the office of a dispensing physician who several 
years ago gave up the writing of prescriptions because, in his opinion, the 
goods dispensed by druggists are unreliable. 

FI^UID EXTRACT OF CIMICIFyGA. 

Five samples were examined : 

Extractive in 100 cc. 
18.83 gm. 
18.14 g°i' 
16. II gm. 

7.79 gm. 

This article was selected as the subject of investigation for the reason 
that the dark color and syrupy consistence of many of the preparations of 
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the market strongly suggest the use of a menstruum of less alcoholic strength 
than that prescribed by the Pharmacopoeia, i. e., alcohol of 94% by volume. 
The volume of the dissolved solid matters and the moisture contained in 
the drug will, of course, cause the alcoholic percentage of the finished 
product to fall materially below that of the menstrum. In a sample freshly 
prepared according to official requirements the amount of alcohol was found 
to be 85 % by volume. One of the purchased samples contained this amount 
and should probably be regarded as a genuine article. In the remaining 
cases we note a lower alcohol percentage, accompanied by a corresponding 
increase in specific gravity, and in the amount of the extractive matters and 
ash. The poorest of the lot, No. i, contained only 31% by volimie, and was 
undoubtedly prepared with a menstrum of half or less than half strength. 
It is worthy of note that this particular specimen was obtained from a house 
which makes a specialty of supplying drugs directly to physicians in order 
to protect them from the supposed rapacity and incapacity of retail 
pharmacists. 

TINCTURE OF OPIUM. 

Official Requirements. 
100 cc. assayed by the official process should yield 1.3 to 1.5 gm. of 
crystallized morphine. Should be made with a menstrumn containing 
48.6% absolute alcohol, by volume* 
Six samples were examined :

Allowing for the volume of the extracted matters it might be expected 
that the amount of alcohol in the tincture would lie somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 45 % by volume. Of the five samples examined for alcohol 
only Nos. 4 and 6 approached this amount. The deficiency in Nos. 2 and 
3 may have been accidental, but the variation in No. 5, which contained 
only 28%, can hardly be accounted for on any such ground. 

With regard to alkaloidal contents a still wider departure from the 
official standard is noticed in five of the six samples. No. 2 was the only 
sample which came up to the requirement of 1.3 gm. morphine in 100 cc. 
The deficiency in Nos. 5 and 6 may be due to accident or to the imperfec- 
tion of the official formula, but the variations in the remaining cases must be 
imputed to gross carelessness or to something worse. No. 4 may possibly have 
been made from an exhausted drug or by the very reprehensible practice of 
placing an indefinite amount of crude opium in a bottle and filling up with 
diluted alcohol or whiskey, pouring oflf the liquid as needed, and from time 
to time .adding fresh menstruum as long as the drug continues to impart 
color and taste sufficient to deceive the purchaser. 

It may be remarked that sample No. i, next to the poorest of the six 
which were examined, was obtained from the same physician's supply house 
that furnished the poorest sample of fluid extract of cimicifuga. 
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TINCTURE OF NUX VOMICA. 

Official Requirements. 
100 cc. should yield not less than 0.3 gm. of alkaloid. 
Should contain approximately 70% by volume of absolute alcohol. 
Six samples were examined :

Of the six samples assayed four exceed slightly the official requirement 
for the, mixed alkaloids and two fall considerably below. In all but one the 
alcoholic contents is b^low the standard. This may possibly be accounted 
for by evaporation, especially in the samples 'showing an excess of alkaloids. 
No. 4, however, was probably made with a weakened menstruum. The 
high percentage of alcohol in No. 5 is accounted for by the fact that this 
sample was made from the fluid extract by simple dilution with alcohol. 

TINCTURE OF FERRIC CHI.ORIDE. 

Official Requirements. 
Specific gravity about 0.960 at 15 C. 
Anhydrous ferric chloride 136%. 
Should be prepared with alcohol of 94% by volume. 
Five specimens were examined :

The examination of this preparation was undertaken mainly with the 
purpose of determining the truthfulness of the assertion that it is frequently 
made with diluted instead of 94% alcohol, as required by the Pharmacopoeia. 
Without taking into account the loss in alcohol which occurs through ether- 
ification due to the action of the Liq. Ferri Chloridi, the tincture would 
show an alcoholic strength of approximately 70.5 per cent, by volume. Two 
of the samples contained 70%, one 68%, one 66% and the poorest only 
35%. The last was undoubtedly prepared with diluted alcohol, and was 
obtained from a physician's supply house which plumes itself upon furnish- 
ing physicians with a better class of drugs than can be obtained through 
the regular druggists. 

It is perhaps worthy of note that only two of the samples approach the 
official requirement of 13.6% anhydrous ferric chloride.

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On motion of Mr. Hechler a vote of thanks was extended to 
the committee on adulterations for its report. 

On motion of Mr. Hopp it was ordered that the report of the 
committee on adulteration be printed in pamphlet form and a 
copy sent to each physician and druggist in the state, a copy to 
each state pharmaceutical association and one to the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. 

Mr. Kauffman : Now that this paper has been disposed of, 
I would like to ask a question of members of the association on a 
matter that has come up between Prof. Beal and myself in this 
work. It is in reference to the preparation of tincture of ferric 
chloride. We found in addition to the tinctures examined in this 
paper numbers of them that were prepared with dilute alcohol. 
The finished tincture prepared in this way has the appearance of 
tincture properly prepared, and it does contain the proper amount 
of ferric chloride. The question that we raise is, is the tincture 
so prepared therapeutically as good as that prepared according to 
the U. S. P., and should not the U. S. P. be revised; if that is 
the case we may have a cheaper tincture of ferric chloride as good 
as the one now official? Can anyone now answer that question ? 

Mr. F. H. Freericks : I would like to say in regard to Prof. 
Kauffman' s question that I think a large amount of the alcohol 
that is used, is used partly on account of the ether formed by the 
action of the light and hydrochloric acid on alcohol ; and if dilute 
alcohol were used those ethers would possibly not form. Now, 
whether that would have influence as to the therapeutic effect, I 
doubt, but it might make a difference as to the formation of those 
ethers. 

Calls were made for Prof. Coblentz. 

Prof. Coblentz : The reason that the Pharmacopoeia directs 
that tincture chloride of iron should be kept away from the light, 
is to avoid deposition of the brown oxy chloride (Fer clo. 6 Fer. 
Og + 9 H20) which results when but traces of ferrous chloride 
are present. Long standing will give opportunity for ethyl 
chloride to develop to which agreeable etherial odor of older 
samples are due. With this view the Pharmacopoeia directs that 
the sample after preparing, should be kept at least three months 
before dispensing; exposure to direct sunlight will facilitate this 
reaction. It has been claimed that a sedative effect is obtained 
from the tincture which contains this ester, whether this is really 
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true or imaginary this much is certain, that it adds to the value 
of the preparation and under no circumstances could we be in- 
duced to omit alcohol from this most important preparation. 

If the association would allow me I would like to make a 
suggestion, and that is in regard to the requirements for purity 
of the various chemicals and compounds set forth in the Phar- 
macopoeia. The paper of Prof. Beal was indeed very interesting. 
It shows us the exact condition of the market at the present time. 
It is gratifying to know that this adulteration is not carried on 
by the retailers, but by the physicians' supply houses. There 
are some chemicals in the Pharmacopoeia in which the require- 
ments should be very rigid: Tincture of opium, tincture of nux 
vomica; but we have others in which the Pharmacopoeia is en- 
tirely too strict. It is indeed a difficult matter to secure pure 
chemicals from manufacturers who make a specialty of this, while 
our Pharmacopoeia makes demands in some instances beyond 
what the market can supply. It is of but little consequence 
(practically) if potassium iodide or bromide contains a small per- 
centage of alkali, chlorides or sulphates, to remove these adds 
excessively to their cost. Again in the manufacture of potassium 
bromide, the American bromide is used, this contains considerable 
quantities of chlorine which cannot be removed entirely except at 
great expense, hence why should we make such strict require- 
ments when such impurities do not materially detract from the 
medicinal value of the preparations. I would suggest that our 
association take this matter up for discussion. 

Prof. Beal: Before the subject of ferric chloride is dismissed 
from mind, I would like to know how many of the druggists of 
the state comply with the requirements of the pharmacopoeia 
which directs that the tincture of ferric chloride should be pre- 
served in the dark after it has stood three months in the making; 
and I would like to inquire further whether that is not a mistake 
on the part of the pharmacopoeia, in case it be true that one of 
the valuable features of this tincture is in the amount of ethyl 
chloride or other ethers it must contain and which are developed 
by standing. As professor Coblentz has remarked, these are 
much aided, of course, by exposure to the lightt and that is what 
we would all expect to be the case. And if it be true, as 
authors on therapeutics insist, that a portion of the valuable 
qualities of this tincture are due to this percentage of ethyl 
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chloride, is it not a mistake then to preserve it under such con- 
ditions as will prevent its formation. 

With regard to Prof. Kauffman's suggestion, if I understood 
him when we conversed on the matter, it was not that the tinc- 
ture be prepared originally with dilute alcohol, but that it be pre- 
pared with normal alcohol and afterwards reduced by dilution. 
This would give ample opportunity for the solution of ferric 
chloride to re-act with the alcohol to and produce the necessary 
quantity of ether. 

Mr. Hopp: Mr. President, I would like to make a motion 
that this association appoint a committee of three with Prof. 
Coblenz as chairman, to draw up a set of resolutions to be pre- 
sented at a future session to be sent to the pharmacopoeia commis- 
tion for their consideration. 

Mr. Dan Myers : Mr. President, I rise to support the 
motion just offered by Mr. Hopp. Doubtless you have all been 
impressed by the remarks of Prof. Coblentz as to the importance 
of some revision of the pharmacopoeia. You are all well aware 
that the state pure food law is based upon the pharmacopoeia, 
and therefore, it is exceedingly important that the pharmacopoeia 
be so adjusted as not to do injustice to its creators. 

Prof. Kauffman: I would like to state that as the committee 
appointed to confer with the State Food and Dairy Commissioner 
has a report to make, it would be well to have the whole matter 
postponed until after the consideration of that report. 

Mr. Hopp: We also have a paper from Prof. Lloyd bearing 
upon the same subject, which can be referred to the same com- 
mittee of three to be appointed to carry out the plan suggested 
by Prof. Coblentz. 

Prof. Fennel: I would move to amend the motion of Mr. 
Hopp, that the association suggest to the committee that they 
recommend a minimum and maximum limit for impurities, and 
not a fixed and unvarying standard from which no deviation can 
be made. 

Mr. Hopp: I accept that amendment. 

Motion carried. 

The committee appointed at the last annual meeting to con- 
fer with, the State Food and Dairy Commissioner, made the fol- 
lowing report: 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO CONPER WITH THE STATE FOOD AND 
DAIRY COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. President and Members of the Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association: 

This committee appointed at the Sandusky meeting of the association, 
was given no definite instruction and gathers only from the circumstances 
attending its appointment that its object was to secure if possible, through 
conference and agreement with the commissioner, a more liberal and a more 
equitable enforcement of the ** Pure Food and Drug" act. 

Following this understanding the committee have through its chairman 
held several conferences with the commissioner, at which the methods of 
the Department were freely discussed. We have endeavored to make plain 
to the commissioner the utter impossibility on the part of t he pharmacist 
to comply with the exact requirements of the law as interpreted by him; 
have urged against arrests on mere technicalities and against unfairness in 
the manner of securing samples. 

The result of these several conferences was a call for a full meeting of 
the committee with the commissioner, at which it was hoped several points of 
agreement might be reached. This meeting was held early in March at the 
ofl&ce of the commissioner in the capitol at Columbus. There were present, 
Prof. Lloyd, Prof. KauflFman and Dr. McNeal; absent, Mr. Hechler. 

The outcome of this meeting was an agreement on the part of the com- 
missioner to enter with the committee on the work of establishing a limit of 
variation from Pharmacoepial standards within which any article should be 
considered as within the limit of the law. 

As this involved considerable labor, the committee, through Prof. Lloyd, 
endeavored to interest the committee of revision of the pharmacpoeia in the 
hope that they might be induced to issue a supplement covering the points 
desired; but in this was unsuccessful. 

At this point the investigation of the Food and Dairy Commission by a 
joint committee of the Legislature put a scop to further progress. The in- 
vestigation occupied several weeks and its findings are well known. 

In view of existing condition your committee have deemed it unwise to 
push negotiations further at the present time. The official term of the 
present commissioner expires with the year, and it is very probable an 
agreement reached with the present officer might not be considered binding 
by his successor. 

The committee recommends that a new committee be appointed for 
conference with the new commissioner.

On motion of Mr. Blackburn the report was received. 
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A STANDARD FOR DRUGS. 

G. U. LLOYD. 

In a former paper (Am. Jour. Phar. June, 1896) this writer called atten- 
tion to one phase of this subject, a phase that he believes principally con- 
cerns the coming revisions of the Pharmacopoeia. In the present paper he 
presents his study of the subject as he views it personally, the result being 
largely evolved from experiences of his acquaintances and himself. My 
connection with those who make and those who dispense medicines con- 
vinces me that manfacturers and apothecaries alike do not oppose any plan 
that tends to prevent adulteration and sophistication or that will elevate the 
professional side of the apothecary's art. Neither have I seen in my inter- 
views with the commissioner, Dr. McNeal, any personal desire to oppress or do 
a wrong. Hence, as one vitally concerned in assisting any honorable scheme 
that may tend towards peace and be conducive of good to the people and the 
makers and handlers of medicines, I feel that the few words that follow 
may in view of the fact that I cannot meet with you this session be of use. 

That criticisms may be made concerning the Ohio law is too well known 
to require mention, and the same is true of those who antagonize it. Neither 
will it be of use now to argue over what is as it is, since present conditions, 
so far as legislation is concerned, cannot for a long time at least be affected 
or altered. The question now is not as to where the law is defective or 
where it can be improved, but what can be done to further harmony and 
justice towards dealers in drugs, towards those concerned in enforcing the 
law, and the people whom the law was intended to protect. I will not 
therefore consume, time with the problem of revision of the law, which is of 
great importance for future consideration, but now immaterial. 

The early method of arriving at the condition of substances on the drug 
market seemed to me unfaii: toward apothecaries. I could not see the justice 
in prosecuting dispensers for substances such as powdered elm, flaxseed, 
etc., that they bought of jobbers in good faith, and sold in the condition 
purchased, although as shown by the arguments of Dr. McNeal before our 
society, as well as in Cincinnati, he could see no way outside of this method. 
Hence, the substances examined have been taken from apothecaries and 
until our last year's meeting the majority of the substances on which prose- 
cutions were based were of substances druggists purchased on the market. 
This seemed to me unfair as I believe that if specimens are to be taken in 
this way either the wholesale dealers or the manufacturers should be made 
responsible for such goods as are sold to druggists ready made, and that the 
specimens taken from apothecaries should be limited to preparations made 
by apothecaries. I agreed with all others, so far as I know on this point, 
and at our last meeting, after you appointed ine as one of the committee, 
had a candid talk with the commissioner and presented my views clearly. 
He said it was farthest from his intention to do anyone a wrong or to de- 
mand impossibilities, and at his request I named, the classes of substances to 
which I took exception as bearing unjustly on retailers, which included 
nearly everything taken to the time of our last meeting. Of the substances 
that, in my opinion, retail druggists could assume the responsibility, some 
were nearly permanent and others subject to change, and the attention of 
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Dr. McNeal was called to the fact that with these pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions certain limits of variations should be allowed, which limits, however, 
I could not attempt to define. The substances examined since show that 
while Dr. McNeal attempted to profit by these criticisms which were candid- 
ly made and at which he took no offense, the results show that if apothe- 
caries are to be made responsible for their own preparations the limit of 
variations from the U. S, P. requirement must be very liberally drawn unless 
conditions prevail very dififerent from the present. Thus it is that mature 
consideration based on these several years study induces me to urge this 
society to throw aside all minor objects and strive to arrange matters so that 
reputable pharmacists may conduct their business in confidence, and en- 
deavor to remove from those who make preparations and those who sell 
them the overhanging dread and fear that comes from uncertainty as to 
requirements. 

It is evident to me that neither the commissioner nor ourselves can 
profit by strife and discord. It is not likely that either party wishes it, and 
speaking for myself I will say, the worry of the last three years on behalf of 
my friends and myself has been greater than I can hope to stand for many 
years longer. It is evident that if the apothecary be made responsible for 
preparations that are prepared under his own supervision, even such sub- 
stances as seemingly are easily made, the deviations from exact assay will 
be found greater than the majority of purely scientific men will deem pos- 
sible, and I arrive at this conclusion from the returns that come from the 
preparations of apothecaries of unimpeachable integrity, in whom I have 
unlimited confidence. 

As a general review then judging from the conditions through which 
we have passed I would conclude as follows: 

I St. The jobber should be held responsible for substances sold to 
apothecaries; from which pharmaceutical preparations are made or which 
-apothecaries paying full price are entitled to protection. These substances, 
such as powdered drugs, definite chemicals, essential oils, etc., should not 
be required as a class to conform strictly to the U. S. P. tests, but a reason- 
able variation should be allowed with those that manufacturers cannot 
readily supply of strictly U. S. P. quality and especially such as are liable 
to variations by age. 

2d. The retailer should be responsible for such pharmaceutical pre- 
parations as qualified apothecaries ought to prepare. These preparations 
should be judged, not by the strict wording of the pharmacopoeia but by 
limits of permissible variation. In my opinion, this limit of variation should 
be liberal, at least for a time. 

3d. A committee should be appointed to determine what in our judg- 
ment should be these limits of trade standards and as fast as they are es- 
tablished to their satisfaction the members of this society should be advised 
of the fact, and from these substances the commissioner should take his 
specimens for examination. (^) The commissioner should be invited 

♦It will be seen from the report of our committee that steps had been taken to arrive 
at an understanding with Mr. McNeal concerning details of procedure in this direction. 
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to become a party to this undertaking, and in my opinion, the present 
incumbent, Dr. McNeal, or the future commissioner, whoever he 
may be, will gladly unite to further any plan that tends to protect innocent 
parties and to prevent adulteration. 

4th. The delegates from this society to the American Pharmaceutical 
Association should be instructed to obtain the cooperation of that organiza- 
tion in order not only that our state official may have the benefit of their 
deliberations but that the forthcoming committee on revision of the Phar- 
copoeia may have the experience of the national organization in a problem 
new, but which they must meet in the future. 

Finally, the writer believes that more good can be accomplished by 
cool deliberation than by hasty action. No reputable druggist desires to 
wrong his patrons, all are opposed to adulterations. Neither do I believe 
that any trouble whatever will be experienced in obtaining the co-operation 
of the commissioner, the American Pharmaceutical Association and of 
apothecaries generally. 

The writer cannot conclude this brief resume without expressing the 
deep regret that engagements made a year ago prevent his presence at this 
meeting. While the foregoing very imperfect thought line presents many 
defects and is blemished by many oversights, still it will serve as a nucleus 
for proceedings that, in the judgment of the writer are necessary to the 
prosperity and peace of one people. This problem must be met and as it is 
likely to require some years to solve it, I feel that the labor should devolve 
on the younger men. Hence while I expect to do what I can in this direc- 
tion, I beg that my name be left out of all committees. 

On motion of Prof. Blackburn, the paper of Mr. Lloyd was 
received and ordered spread upon the minutes. 



THE GENESIS OF PHARMACY. 

Anthony W. Blackburn, Wooster. 

The first bardling of pharmacy in the ecstasy of lyric inspiration gave 
birth to the following poetic invitation and dedication : 

" oh, come where the cyanides silently flow 
And the carburets droop o'er the oxides below ; 
Where the rays of potassium lie white on the hill 
And the song of the silicate never is still, 
While alcohol's liquid at thirty degrees. 
And no chemical change can afifect manganese. 
While alkali's flourish and acids are free. 
My heart shall be constant, sweet science, to thee." 

While the meter and the sense may merit our disapproval, the discovery 
and recognition of a new science and the evident devotion of the poetaster 
to his chemical and pharmaceutical laboratory go far towards redeeming 
the lines from the oblivion which otherwise the eflFort might deserve and 
receive. 
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The ignorance of the people ; the professional and special training of 
the pharmacist ; the skill required in properly preparing and dispensing the 
medicine ; the fact that the law makes him responsible not only for his own 
errors, but for the mistakes of the physician, added to the potent and peril- 
ous fact that the health and strength and the life of the patient often hang 
by the thread of the apothecary's accuracy and attention ; the influence of 
the class on the morals of a community — all these considerations have ex- 
alted pharmacy to a prominence scarcely capable of being over-estimated. 

Pharmacy is the art of preparing, preserving, compounding and dis- 
pensing medicine. Three thousand years before the Christian era theology, 
medicine and alchemy were united in one profession and practiced exclu- 
sively by the priesthood. 

On the banks of the storied Nile, in the dim mysterious depths of a 
temple chamber, or in the sepulchral vaults of the tombs of the kings and 
heroes of Keni, the ghostly counselors of antiquity prescribed, compounded 
and administered allopathic doses of nauseous medicine, mingled with de- 
vout and fanatical appeals to the sufferer to worship and propitiate Isis, 
Osiris and Horus, supreme in Amenti, the holy three. 

The more execrable and diabolical the appearance and the taste of the 
remedy or the religion the greater faith required in the devotee and conse- 
quently the more credit given in the hereafter to him who swallowed it. 
Elixirs, tinctures, dilutions and triturations were not then in vogue. Hom- 
eopathy and Eclecticism were not yet evolved. 

In those early days, opium, haschisch and spirits were known and 
esteemed as stimulants, narcotics and hypnotics. Then as now, the art of 
cosmetics was studied and practiced by the fairest and best half of creation, 
who aided or aborted nature to secure or retain that beauty which has ruled 
the world since time began. 

Alchemy, the "science of the key, "of the "letter M," is the daughter 
of astrology and the mother of chemistry and pharmacy. To adapt the 
graphic picture of alchemy drawn by Jules Andrieu ; It was the brightest 
and the meanest, the highest and the lowest, the purest and the most abom- 
inable department of knowledge which was ever taught in the schools, 
disseminated learning, amassed tomes of valuable information, dissipated the 
darkness of ancient and medieval life and ignorance, and rendered powerful 
aid to the cause of civilization and culture. 

Its mysteries were sealed in the adyta of the temple. Its philosophy 
the cabala, it contained in embryo the germs of modern science, under the 
guise of a poetical system, evolved by the genius of the sons of Kemi. 

In its origin allied with religion from which it was dismembered by 
Christianity, its flight to Arabia, its return to Europe, where at the Renais- 
sance it reached the zenith of its glory, the decline and fall which followed 
the discoveries of Copernicus, Torricelli and Lavoisier— in all these phases 
of existence it was ever leading the human mind upward toward the height 
of truth. Much of its mystery was my th and magic, but its votaries were 
the savants ot the day. The alchemists first stated the problems which 
science is still trying to solve. It boasts of such disciples and adepts as 
Geber, Avicenna, Albertus Magnus, Paracelsus, Stahl, Van Helmont, 
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Glauber, Kunkel, Glaser and Fludd. Its discoveries gave us among others 
alcohol, mercury, laudanum and phosphorus. It bequeathed to pharmacy 
both the words and the ideas of crucible from the latin crux, cross, from the 
idea that nature must be tortured to make her reveal her secrets; arsenic 
from the Greek word for male, it being the belief that two principles, male 
and female pervaded all nature. Alcohol is derived from the Arabic al 
kohl, anything burnt, then powder of antimony, lastly spirits of wine. 
Alkali means ashes; borax the white substance; elixir, an imaginary liquor 
used to transmute the metals into gold ; alembic from alanbiq, the cup of 
the retort; potash is ash from the pot. Paracelsus considered tartar to be the 
cause of the gout and took the name from Tartarus, the infernal regions. 
From the alchemists we get the words and ideas of affinity, precipitate, re- 
duce, saturate, distil, calcine, quintessence, aqua vitae, gas, cobalt [Kobalds, 
genii of mines] and much more of rare and valuable knowledge. 

The august fraternity, whose erudite and profound researches in the 
realms of the * ' Salamander and the Sylph ' ' have transmitted to us many 
valuable results of their investigations in natural science and occult phil- 
osophy are worthy legatees of the recondite wisdom of the Platonists, of the 
Colchian Magic, of the sisterhood of Cuth, of the Babylonian Sages, and 
much that still seems abstruse, had we the key to the mystic phraseology 
of their craft, might open the way to yet nobler acquisitions. 

Thus down the aisle of ages syllabled in seeming accord flowed the wild 
and eldritch teachings of the sooth-sayers and magi of old, the theurgic 
hymos of the Druids, the quasi truths of the Rosicrucians and the maxims 
of our Lord. Ever as the world advanced toward better things, declivities 
and inequalities of error were one by one worn away by the erosion of truth. 
This mingled science of medicine, chemistry and alchemy while it was 
visionary and superstitious was never dogmatic. Its pursuit was truth. If 
in reaching its goal cherished doctrines and great names stood in the way 
the ax and the hammer of the iconoclast were used without pity. 

For more than five hundred years the entire business of the druggist in 
England was in the hands of the charlatan and the quack. The ignorance 
and credulity of the people in the days of Henry VIII. and earlier, gave 
opportunity for imposture of the vilest and most astounding nature. A 
single prescription has been known to contain seventy ingredients, and 
those often of the filthiest and most gruesome character imaginable. The 
witches' broth in " Macbeth " stands as an example : 
'* Fillet of a fenny suake 

On the caldron boil and bake. 

Eye of newt and toe of frog, 

Wool of bat and tongue of dog, 

Adder's fork and blind worm's sting, 

Lizard's leg and owlet's wing. 

For a charm of powerful trouble 

Like a hell broth boil and bubble." 

The London Pharmacopoeia of 1618 contains such remedies as crabs' 
eyes, calculi, human skulls, moss from human skulls, blind puppies and earth 

worms, 

• ' with more of horrible and awful 
That even to name would be unlawful." 
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Something of the superstition and fetichism of ancient times still clings 
to the modern apothecary shop, evidenced in occasional sales of crabs' eyes, 
earth worm oil, castoreum and sheep tea. 

Our jars still contain frankincense and myrrh, vivid reminder of the 
golden -days of old Judea, when the Queen of Sheba paid her court to the 
wisest of mankind, or of that later period in Jewish history when the wise 
men of the east gave gifts of frankincense and myrrh to the Babe of 
Bethlehem. 

The deadly hemlock yet recalls the barbaric ingratitude and cruelty of 
Greece to the greatest and wisest of her offspring. 

Acacia from the land where Negus Menelik, the modem Hannibal, 
avenges ancient defeats upon the descendants of Scipio ; aloes, product 
of the Transvaal, bitter as the disgrace of Cecil Rhodes — ^pervasive and pene- 
trating as the diplomatic eloquence of Com Paul; camphor of Formosa, 
where the flag of the youngest great power has supplanted the rule of the 
eflFete Manchurian of Pekin ; capsicum from Venezuela, the land of fens and 
gold and British greed ; manioc from the once famous " Pearl of the 
Antilles," now an ominous Spanish opal; the medicinal products of all lands 
decorate the shelves and influence the lives of pharmacists. 

In early ages the dispenser of drugs was a priest; in medieval times an 
alchemist; at the close of the nineteenth century he is a pharmacist edu- 
cated in the schools and disciplined by long apprenticeship in a drug store. 
The modern pharmacy, aglow with electric light and gleaming in the bril- 
liant coruscations of mirrors, cut glass globes, vases and bottles ; 

The perfume breathing round, 
Like a pervading spirit— the still sound 
Ot falling waters lulling as the song 
Of Indian bees at sunset ; 

by a process of evolution this modern palace of delight succeeds the 
obscure depths of the temple chamber of the priest, the groves of the 
Platonist and the laboratory of the alchemist. 

The Reed pharmacy law of 1884, imperfect as it is, marks an epoch in the 
history of pharmacy. Prior to this any one who had cash or credit enough 
to collect a small supply of salts, rosin, paregoric and whiskey was a drug- 
gist in good standing, untouched by law, though indiflferent to public health 
and public opinion. Education and professional training did not receive 
consideration. It is worthy of note that at that time there were 2828 phar- 
macists in the state. In 1896 after twelve years the number has only reached 
3058, a gain of 230, while if pharmacists had increased in the same ratio as 
population, the gain would have been 442. Education had driven the ignor- 
ant and the incompetent to other states and other occupations, while the 
elevation of pharmacy had made it distasteful and unprofitable to lower lives 
and meaner men, a positive gain to the people. 

Pharmacy has a two-fold nature. It is a trade and a profession. The 
modem pharmacist must possess the professional skill demanded by the 
age and the law, and be able to compete with the merchant on equal terms 
in the markets of the world. If he cannot rise to the requirements of the 
times, he is doomed to pass to the fate of his progenitor, the alchemist. 
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The enemies of our class are external and internal. Withont there lie in 
wait at our threshold two foemen worthy of our steel. Taking advantage 
of the modern tendency toward centralization, the department stores have 
gradually encroached upon the province of the pharmacist until with the 
manifold means of buying and selling cheaply, rendered possible by the 
immense trade of these gigantic concerns, they threaten to sweep the drug 
store from the land. 

Hood's Sarsaparilla at 67 cents, 

Cashmere Bouquet Soap at 20 cents. 

The World's Pills at 10 cents a box, 
more or less, have irresistible charms for the modem bargain hunter whose 
name is legion. The druggist sees his best trade going to the store over 
the way, while he stands in his solitary doorway ruminating on the beauties 
of a professional code which forbids cutting but cannot prevent it. 

But no less real is the peril from another source. By some hocus-pocus 
of sophistry the physicians of the present time consider it advisable to dis- 
pense their own medicines. In the city in which I reside fifteen doctors do 
not aggregate over fifteen prescriptions per day. The consequence is the 
physician needlessly maintains a large stock of drugs, he trusts out not only 
his services but the medicine for which he has paid his money, while the 
druggist in self defense prescribes over the counter a patent medicine or a 
preparation of his own. Instead of the two professions working in harmony 
they act at cross-purposes, both being losers, and the people most of all. In 
the interest of health and safety, medicines should be forbidden in depart- 
ment stores, and the dispensing by physicians, no less than the prescribing 
by pharmacists, should be prohibited. 

The unjust and invidious discrimination of our legislators in favor of 
the superior educational and moral status of medicine as compared with 
pharmacy, evidenced in the universal exception to all liquor laws, per- 
mitting a prescription from a physician to supersede the sanctity of the 
Sabbath and the judgment of the pharmacist deserves consideration, but 
must be omitted in this paper for obvious reasons. 

To the curious investigator of her meaning and manifestations phar- 
^f9?^y presents a triune nature. The true pharmacist is a scientist, a mer- 
, ch^t and a conservator of morals. The profession is only at the dawn of 
its possible career. Better men are coming to the front. Schools and col- 
leges of pharmacy are located in many states, several worthy of support in 
Ohio. 

Some important scientific discoveries have owed their origin and pro- 
mulgation to the investigations of pharmacists, and while their discoveries 
may not rank so high as the riper products of the researches of some other 
professions, yet we have our eminent men, distinguished some in research, 
some as authors, others as politicians, statesmen, financiers, philanthropists ; 
and it must not be forgotten that pharmacy as a learned profession is as yet 
scarcely recognized. We are proud to claim the author of "Etidorhpa " as 
a member of the fraternity ; the U. S. Revenue Collector of the i8th District 
is a druggist of Wayne county ; the last two state senators from Wayne 
county were members of our craft and an honor to the profession, indicating 
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the stuff of which pharmacists are made, the influence which they wield 
and the commanding genius which many of them possess — ^in a measure 
consoling our wounded pride for the shortcomings of some derelict members 
of the craft. 

The last few years have seen discoveries more startling than the fanciful 
inventions of Munchausen, the impossible fictions of the Arabian Nights, or 
the wildest dreams of Pythagorean, Alchemist or Rosicrucian. 

Kdison and kis confreres have revolutionized the world of science. 
What can surprise us after seeing the wonders of electricity, of the tele- 
phone, of the phonograph ? or, strangest of all. Roentgen's grand discovery, 
by means of which the human sight penetrates opacities and profundities 
heretofore only fathomed by the all-seeing eye of the Infinite ? 

Many, of the dreams of the Alchemist have been realized. "Alcahest," 
the universal solvent, exists to-day and is called free fluorine. By a careful 
study of hygiene the longevity of man has increased since the days of 
Averroes by a decade. Not telepathy but the telegraph and the telephone 
inform us of what is passing in distant places. 

We do not discover secrets by use of the cabala and the science of numbers 
but by a knowledge of the laws of psychology, hypnotism is employed to 
lay bare the inmost thoughts and designs of man. Would the discoveries 
of Ponce de Leon's Fountain of Youth, in quest of which he penetrated t^le 
swamps and forest fastnesses of a savage land, or the philosopher's stone of 
medieval hope and expectation surprise us happy mortals of an age when 
man sees through a brick or iron wall, or gazes on his own skeleton, and 
travels and talks by aid of the lightning. It seems scarcely possible that 
the material world contains secrets more wonderful than those already 
wrested from the grasp of nature. Jules Verne's submarine boat now navi- 
gates the depths of the sea. Soon an aerodrome, modeled upon the motion 
of the largest birds may be expected to traverse the air, outdoing Darius 
Green and even Daedalus, his great prototype. 

But the most fertile field for scientific research is the realm of the 
chemist. In recent years cocaine, sulfonal, antipyrine, salol, and all the 
coal-tar derivatives as well as the glucosides have rewarded the patience of 
the scientific investigator. Chemical experiment has also yielded a method 
of fertilizing soil in the fixing of free nitrogen by the bacteria of leguminous 
plants. Chemists claim to have discovered damarium, a gas lighter than 
hydrogen, the * 'helium" of the solar spectrum. Argon, an unsuspected ele- 
ment of the atmosphere has yielded to this search light: they have demon- 
strated the divisibility of didymium and gadolinium; the chemical combin- 
ation of solids by compression and the synthetic formation of food stuffs, 
of miniature rubies and diamonds and vast numbers of substances have 
been proved by actual experiment; and that the constituent atoms of a mole- 
cule have a motion about a common center, and at distances equal relatively 
to those of the planetary orbs of the solar system is an easy inference from 
observed facts, while more marvelous still, astoundingly minute as are those 
molecules of which all matter is made up, each one has a structure as de- 
finite as that of a house, the peculiar architecture of which is known. Some 
of the most important advances in chemistry are the discovery of bacteria. 
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the method of their work, their toxic product and the means of rendering 
the ptomaines innocuous and preventing their formation. 

Antiseptic surgery, the bacteriological discoveries of Pasteur and Koch, 
and anti-toxine have already earned the blessings of thousands of stricken 
unfortunates, while the halo of infinite possibilities surrounding the Cath- 
ode ray gives promise of healing to the nations. We live in the golden 
days of discovery. The signs of the times point us toward a future when 
every druggist shall be able to analyze and compound his own drugs and 
chemicals, and contribute material benefits to his age and to posterity 
through original investigation. Class journals, associations and schools are 
educating public opinion, initiating better laws and enforcing them, the 
race is benefited and progress is achieved. 

But much remains undone. Of the 3000 pharmacists in Ohio, about 
500 belong to the state association. A few read a class journal and fewer 
have membership in county associations. Apathy is abroad. 

But what of the commercial side of pharmacy ? Are we alert to keep 
abreast of the times? Do we watch day and night to meet the competition 
which, stern and relentless as the march of time sweeps every weakling 
from its path? A diploma is good, but activity and vigilance are necessary 
concomitants to success. 

But one of the most important functions of the druggist is his influence 
on the morals of a community. Many of the goods in his store are doubt- 
ful and dangerous. 

" Rangfed on my shelves in deadly rows of vials, cups and jugs 

Behold my dread artillery, my battery of drugs. 

From windows where the public gaae at bottles red and green 

Down past the deadly soda fount to the prescription screen ! 

My den is filled with wares and snares and every kind of ills. 

From globules homeopathic to allopathic pills. 

I've quite a fine assorted stock of poisons large and small 

From the sprightly belladonna to nux-vomica and gall." * 

He has the hydrocyanic acid used by the ancients for executing crim- 
inals and called the punishment of the peach tree, of which a drop of the 
concentrated solution on the tongue would produce death before an anti- 
dote could reach the mouth. He handles the cannabis indica of which 
Tennyson sings : 

" After a taste to him the gushing of the wave 

Far, far away did seem to mourn and rave 

On alien shores; and if his fellow spake 

His voice was thin, as voices from the grave; 

And deep asleep he seemed yet all awake, 

And music in his ears his beating heart did make." 

Opium, best and worst of narcotics claims his attention and solicitude. 
Of all narcotics and hypnotics none has such wide prevalence as the fruit of 
the beautiful poppy. Over all the region of the east and south, the influence 
of opium enthralls the senses of millions of mankind. Only druggists know 
how many thousands of our own civilization sacrifice at the shrine of this 
Moloch. In the picturesque apostrophe of the eloquent De Quincy : *' Opium, 
dread agent of unimaginable pleasure and pain, thou buildest upon the 
bosom of darkness out of the fantastic imagery of the brain cities and 
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temples beyond the art of Phidias and Praxiteles — beyond the splendor of 
Babylon and Hekatompylos, and from the anarchy of dreaming sleep callest 
into sunny light the faces of long buried beauties — thou hast the keys of 
Paradise." 

But more dangerous and deadly in its influence upon the western races 
than all other drugs is alcohol, the king of poisons. In the tropics opium 
and hemp induce the delights of complacent introspection. Spirits are not 
desired. In the semi-tropical regions of the earth, in the land of the cedar 
and vine the wines soothe to slumber or spur to ambition or love. The 
northern races drink beer and distilled spirits to a deeper intoxication, 
and frequently to a criminal sequence. 

Alcohol is a necessity. As a solvent, antiseptic and preservative it can 
not be dispensed with, nor can medicine be dispensed without it. 

The pharmacy contains another class of medicines requiring care, 
namely those used by the abortionist. Most of them are not only dangerous 
in unskilled hands but involve risk in any case, and their use except in the 
last extremity is illicit and immoral. Pharmacists may and should 
be made the ethical as well as the vital and hygienic guardians of 
the people. If these dangerous and immoral drugs have no real value, 
if they never under any conceivable circumstances benefit the user, 
then the moral druggist must cease to deal in the wares. A friend of 
the writer of this paper handled cigarettes for several years, selling 250,000 
a year, but after careful observation and reflection, having decided that 
they were always a detriment to the consumer, the traflEic was discontinued. 
Many will ask why on the same grounds do you continue to handle cigars, 
whiskey, morphine, etc? The answer is very easy. All pharmacists and 
all physicians know that there are many cases where these doubtful or dan- 
gerous agencies are indicated. Consequently the pharmacist ought to sell 
them, but not indiscriminately. Place alcohol in the same category as 
strychnine, arsenic, corrosive sublimate and hemlock. Class it as a poison 
and restrict its use as such. Then let druggists be true to their professional 
obligations and to their honor, and obey the law. 

I know one county seat in Ohio where all but one of the druggists sell 
beer and whiskey openly over their counters. In another city, having a 
population of 5,000, a most reputable, conservative citizen of the place in- 
forms me that two of the four druggists in the city sell whiskey by the drink 
indiscriminately ; one of the other two sells by the glass to a select few, the 
fourth being classed as strictly moral and law-abiding. 

We read of another Ohio town where a lady whose son had been ruined 
by drug store tippling, broke every show-case, window and mirror in the 
store with a monkey-wrench, and then standing like a Nemesis amid the 
destruction she had wrought, successfully defied her enemy to invoke the 
law for his protection. These are isolated cases. I mention them without 
embarrassment because druggists of this type never attend the meetings of 
the association. They shun educational meetings. 

Druggists are liable to err like other men, but those who wilfully pros- 
titute their calling for gold are not more numerous than abortionists among 
physicians or apostate clergymen. 
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If the druggists of Ohio were to combine as they ought in the interests 
of their own professional, commercial and moral uplifting they could make 
themselves felt through their organization in securing needed legislation, 
and in cultivating an unbiased and educated public opinion. 

But not only is the moral influence and force of the pharmacist seen in 
the use he makes and the advantage he takes of the dangerous drugs which 
he must keep in stock but in the purity of his merchandise. Every pharma- 
cist should endeavor at any cost to sell pure goods. The present dairy and 
food law of Ohio, while not perfect, measures a long step in the right direc- 
tion. Every person who willfully sells or keeps for sale impure or adulterated 
goods, is a public enemy and deserves to feel the rigor of the law. His 
spurious wares not only defraud the consumer of his money but imperil his 
life. The honest manufacturer also has a claim to protection from thieves 
and pirates. But while every reputable pharmacist in Ohio will agree with 
these statements, yet very many of us take issue with a system making pos- 
sible the hardships and persecutions which innocent man have undergone 
in the late spasmodic, sporadic and corrupt crusade carried on under 
authority of the dairy and food department of Ohio. So strong is the feel- 
ing in the state against the drastic way in which the law was enforced, and 
against the methods which the commissioner permitted his myrmidons to 
use that at the late republican state convention with 100,000 majority at 
their back, the Republican party of Ohio dared not renominate the present 
incumbent. 

I cannot speak from personal experience in describing the Punic faith 
and Helotic prowess of the chief actors in this Iliad, for the gods of Olym- 
pus, favoring us for our virtues, Wooster escaped the fate of our unhappy 
brethren. But one fact stands out most prominently in all these prosecu- 
tions, namely, they were for revenue. Here was the worst feature of the 
law (since remedied), that the department depended upon fines and cost^ 
for its maintenance. Here was the most serious question as to the general 
conduct of this department. Instances were presented to the committee 
tending to show that the officers unduly urged the settlement of cases for 
the purpose of obtaining fines and costs, and substantial considerations in 
lieu of prosecution were not always rejected. 

In the recent legislative investigation the commissioner was " vindi- 
cated " by the Scotch verdict of " not proven," while one of his most trusted 
subordinates was recommended for dismissal for accepting a bribe. Another, 
said to be an expert in chemical analysis, a member of a pill company to 
which he contributes experience against his partner's cash — a partner who 
had been convicted of selling adulterated goods before the partnership but 
who was not prosecuted after the formation of the partnership, receives the 
attention of the committee. A partnership *' between employes of the 
department and persons who are liable to inspection and prosecution under 
the law " is deemed by the committee to "be wholly inconsistent, with the 
best interests of the department, and the retention of individuals holding 
such relations is not conductive to a proper and effective enforcement of 
the laws." This report was signed by every member of the joint committee 
and was adopted by a unanimous vote of both houses. 
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This matter is particularly deplorable not so much on account of the 
high standing of the parties involved, but by reason of their rela- 
tions to this association. One of them has delighted to inculcate in 
the druggists of the state the necessity for the elevation of the standards of 
education, honor and morality. The other to his own undoing, refused 
to pay any attention whatever to the very respectful request of the associa- 
tion, recommending to him ** the wisdom and policy o^ giving notice of the 
finding of the adulterated condition of the article dispensed to the dispenser 
of the same." It is understood that the entire coterie are now engaged in 
spending the usufruct of the recent harvest in retaining eminent counsel to 
defend them in impending damage suits. 

There is an evident impropriety in placing the enforcement of laws 
against the adulteration of drugs in the hands of state dairy commissions. 
Laws affecting pharmacy should be executed by a practical pharmacist, 
whose knowledge of the class and the offense render him less liable to be 
duped by corrupt assistants or erring pharmacists. 

I predict that the next food commissioner will not employ detectives to 
harass reputable druggists. Drug stores are not thieves' dens, and he will 
not regard them so. Neither will he continue in the department perse- 
cutors of reputable men who, who under the guise of expert analysts fasten 
themselves like the ** Old Man of the Sea" on innocent victims, strangling 
them to death. He will enforce the law but he will not farm the drug-stores 
like a Persian satrap. 

We are at the parting of the ways. Pharmacy has made a progress 
most creditable and encouraging, but in a long residence upon earth among 
a weak and degenerate race of beings the profession must naturally have 
contracted error and corruption. That it is imperfect, unscientific, unbusi- 
nesslike can not be successfully denied. Recognizing these faults and fail- 
ures we may improve. If not, if apathy continues ; if we listen to the siren 
voices of those who desire pharmacy made easy ; if we sell disreputable 
goods, if we handle dangerous drugs carelessly, we are doomed. Our course 
will soon he run. In such case the future historian, taking his stand among 
the graves of an extinct class shall ponder over their disturbed remains, and 
sketch the ruins of their former greatness. A member of an obsolete pro- 
fession, the last of his class, he will cease to trace the genesis of pharmacy, 
and will train his best powers and his most eloquent sentences to a descrip- 
tion of the causes of its decline and fall and final exodus.

The committee on insurance made the following report : 

Your committee on insurance recommend that the members of this 
association support, as much as possible, the Retail Druggist's Fire Insur- 
ance Association, as it is in satisfactory hands and in good condition.

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Mr. Meininger submitted in writing the following proposi- 
tion to amend Article 6, Chapter II., of the by-laws : 

Art. 6. Pharmacists, chemists, and other scientific men who may be 
thought worthy of the distinction may be elected honorary members. Their 
election shall require a vote of two-thirds of the members present by ballot 
at the annual meeting following the presentation of names for said member- 
ship. They shall not, however, be required to contribute to the funds, nor 
shall they be eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

On motion of Mr. Whitteker the secretary was directed to 
cast the ballot of the association for the adoption of the amend- 
ment to the by-laws submitted in writing by Mr. Hopp at a 
previous session.

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FOURTH SESSION— WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, 
July ist, 1896. 

The meeting was called to order by President Tobey at 2 
o'clock. 

The minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 
The Executive Committee then made the following report : 

The Ohio State Pharmaceutical Association : 

Your Executive Committee report that in the past year we have audited 
the various bills that have been brought to our notice and same have been 
paid by the treasurer. 

We had no occasion to call any special meeting on account of legisla- 
tion or other causes. The association has lost in the past year the fol- 
lowing members by death as far as reported: A. Zeller, of Dayton; Peter

The committee appointed at the last meeting to report upon 
a course of study to be recommended to pharmaceutical schools 
and colleges in this state made the following report : 

This committee recommends to the O. S. P. A., that the minimum re- 
quirements for admission to, and for the granting of the several pharma- 
ceutical degrees by the pharmaceutical schools of the state, should be as 
follows: 

(i). That hereafter the regular course in pharmacy leading to a 
recognized pharmaceutical degree should include not less than 1000 hours 
of class room and laboratory instruction. 

(2.) That such course of instruction should cover a period of not 
less than 40 weeks, exclusive of vacations and intermissions. 

( 3.) That no recognized pharmaceutical degree should be conferred by 
any college of pharmacy in this state upon any student whose total attend- 
ance upon a course of pharmaceutical instruction in one or more colleges 
shall have been less than the aforesaid period. 

(4. ) That the subjects taught should include chemistry, pharmacy, 
materia medica and physics, and such other subjects as the several schools 
may desire, and that the arrangement of studies and the division of the 
period of instruction into terms should be left to the several colleges. 

(5.) That no school of pharmacy should admit students to its regular 
course of instruction except at or near the beginning of the regular annual 
session. Provided that this shall not be construed to prevent the reception 
of students at or near the beginning of any college term, when said students 
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are not candidates for a degree, or are admitted to pursue special studies 
only, 

(6.) That degrees should not be conferred, nor diplomas granted at any 
other time than at one annual day of commencement or graduation. 

(7.) That students should not be received as candidates for a degree 
unless they have had preparatory English education equal to that demanded 
for admission to a standard high school, or have been granted a teacher's 
certificate by some board of school examiners. The possession of sufficient 
preliminary preparatory education shall be attested, either by examination, 
or by written credentials from teachers or school officers. 

(8.) That for the present, and until the beginning of the school year, 
1898, evidence of said preliminary preparatory education may be dispensed 
with in the case of applicants who have had not less than one year's 
experience in a drug store. 

On motion of Prof. Fennel the recommendations of the report 
were endorsed by the association. 

The executive committee endorsed the application of the fol- 
lowing persons for membership in the association, and they were 
duly elected :

I.TABII,ITIES. 

One claim for loss not settled nor determined, but of small amount ; it 
being a claim of Mr. Chas. Ridgeway, of Yellow Springs. The claim was 
resisted because believed to be very unreasonable. 
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On account of very heavy losses during the month of October, 1895, the 
board of directors were compelled to make a special assessment of 50% of 
the membership fees upon all polices in force at the time of the losses. This 
seemed to be a crisis, and the officers were very fearful of the result, but the 
members, all but about twenty, came up promptly and the losses were paid 
without delay. Of the few who did not respond, some failed, went out of 
business, or died before we had an opportunity to collect. Some others, 
who had just previously paid their annual assessment, wanted to cancel, 
which was allowed, deducting the special assessment from the rebate for the 
time the policy had to run, but the whole amount of the special assessments 
that we failed to receive was only about $100.00. 

The series of losses during the early part of 1895, together with those 
during the dry, hot weather of October, made the losses for the calendar 
• year exceedingly heavy, amounting to te,755.90. 

You will notice that the amount of insurance is considerably less than 
one year ago, both in the cities and small towns. We have been cutting 
down intentionally in the small towns, and also some of the heavier risks in 
the cities, but the larger quantity of reduction in the cities has been by 
changes in business or outright cancellations, because they have become 
frightened, or bee a persuaded to drop out or change.

Mr. Weyer also made the following report: 

REPORT ON THB PROORBSS OF THB INCORPORATION OF THB 
DRUOOISTS NATION4lI^ PIRB INSURANCE COMPANY. 

At the meeting of the O. S. P. A. last year, at Sandusky, a number of 
the members there present, carae together and named several persons to be 
a committee to take in hand the subject of a national joint stock fire insur- 
ance company. A meeting of that committee was called at Columbus on* 
June 25th, 1895. Not all of the committee were present, but others having 
been invited to be present, took their places, and articles of incorporation 
were adopted and submitted to the Insurance Department, of Ohio, for in- 
spection and approval. A code of regulations was also adopted, for the 
general government of the board of directors. The incorporators afterwards 
formulated a prospectus, and prepaired blanks for preliminary subscriptions 
to the stock of the company, wherein each signer agreed to subscribe one 
share, and to pay whatever percentage of the same as might be called for 
by the incorporators for defraying the expenses of the incorporation. A 
circular letter together with one of these blanks, was sent to about a hun- 
dred well-known druggists of Ohio. Through this means and a few per- 
sonal calls, we obtained thirty-nine preliminary shares. As we could not 
open books for regular subscriptions to the stock, until we filed the articles 
of incorporation with the insurance department, we therefor called for 20% 
of the subscriptions, had twenty thousand copies of the prospectus printed 
and mailed to nearly fifteen thousand druggists in cities of twenty-two 
states. The sending out of the prospectus together with blanks for sub- 
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scription to stock and promises of insurance brought in many favorable re- 
plies and promises of insurance, but not many signatures for stock. We 
have however, some subscriptions to the stock in several of the surround- 
ing states, but the greater bulk of it in this state. 

This may not be the best time, place and circumstances, under which 
to advance arguments in favor of a national insurance company; and there- 
fore I only desire to state that if we wish to form a permanent druggists fire 
insurance company, or if the druggists, (especially of the cities), do notp re- 
fer to continue to pay at least three times as much for their insurance as 
they ought to pay, as must certainly appear when the rates charged and 
average losses are compared with the general average rates, and the general 
average of losses as appears from the statistics of companies doing a general 
business, if the druggists do not wish to continue to pay these exhorbitant 
rates, they must take hold and organize such a company as we have already 
now incorporated in the state of Ohio. Several states have made efforts to 
organize and put in operation mutual companies, but all have failed, except 
here in Ohio, and that only on the association plan, which is not the best 
form for a permanent company, especially for carrying stocks of merchan- 
dise and risks of a changeable nature. We have however obtained such 
knowledge and experience as enables us to know what can be done. 
• There is not a shadow of doubt but that in the line of a general insur- 
ance the good risks are compelled to pay for the bad ones, and that know- 
ingly and to a surprising extent. I think I will be borne out in the state- 
ment that when insurance companies find it necessary to raise the rates of 
insurance in order to keep from losing money, they raise them where they 
can do it with least difl&culty and not on the line of risks on which the 
heaviest losses occur. 

The facts above stated are being discerned more clearly than formerly 
and it has been perhaps the chief inducement for the organization of about 
ninety or more associations in the state of Ohio, to carry special lines of 
insurance, and this class of associations are now carr3ring about one hundred 
millions of the fire insurance of the state of Ohio. 

We might here also state another fact that will seem clear to you with- 
out the production of statistics to prove it, and that is, that the larger the 
area of territory covered by an insurance company the more uniform will 
be its average of annual losses. This is perhaps why so many Ohio stock 
companies have found it unprofitable to continue in business during the 
past few years, and have reinsured their risks in larger eastern or foreign 
companies. The fire losses in Ohio the past three or four years have been 
uniformly heavy. Cincinnati companies have suffered even in Cincinnati, 
but we have had no drug losses there worth mentioning. It is our opinion 
that about |20o or I300 would cover all the actual and legitimate retail drug 
fire losses for twenty years past, while they have paid more than feo.ooo for 
insurance, or the losses have not exceeded 1% of the amount paid. This 
would be upon the basis of 150 stores carrying only $1,000 insurance each, 
and at a rate of i % .

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Mr. F. H. Freericks, of Cincinnati, presented resolutions 
which after much discussion was, on motion, referred to a com- 
mittee consisting of Geo. B. Kauffman, J. H. Beal, and O. B. 
Hannan, appointed by the chair, (Mr. F. T. Bower, of Toledo, 
being called to the chair.) 

The committee was instructed to report in one hour. 

Mr. Ogier, secretary of the state board of pharmacy, read the 
following report : 

OHIO BOARD OF PHARMACY REPORT, 

Ending April 30th, 1896. 

That part of the statute commonly known as the Ohio pharmacy law, 
which relates to the report of the board of pharmacy, which is to be made 
annually to the State Pharmaceutical Association, simply provides that an 
itemised account of the receipts and expenditures of this board and a list of 
the names of those persons who have been registered as pharmacists shall 
be included in such report, so that any thing further than these two items is 
optional with the board in submitting its report to this association. 

At the meeting of the board in the city of Columbus on May 12th, <Jf 
the current year, it was at first thought that the report for the year ending 
with April 30th, 1896, should be restricted to what is required by the statute, 
but after some deliberation it was thought proper, if not imperative, that 
some statement with regard to the matter of examination fees should be 
made at this time from the point of view of the board of pharmacy, inas- 
much as this question has received something of an airing in the public 
press since the last meeting of the state association. 

The law of 1884, as is well known, provided for the registration of all 
persons at that time in the occupation of the pharmacist in Ohio, and fixed 
the fees for such registiation at fe.oo for each person registered as a phar- 
macist, and $2.00 for each person registered as an assistant pharmacist, with 
the exception of those persons who were registered under the provisions of 
a previous law, the application of which was restricted to Hamilton county. 
Those registered under that law were to be registered under the one enacted 
in 1884 without paying any fee. The revenue derived from these first reg- 
istrations was at the time the law was framed deemed sufficient to meet the 
necessary expenses of the board of pharmacy for the time being, and the 
idea was advanced that when the fund thus provided should become uncom- 
fortably low, it would be an easy matter either to secure from the general 
assembly some additional legislation providing for sufficient money to carry 
on the work, or an appropriation from the general revenue fund. The ease 
with which either of these two ideas could be made to crystallize into 
realities is too well known to some to consider just now. 

The approximate amount of money collected by the board of pharmacy 
from these first registrations in 1884 was |io,ooo, and with an expense dur- 
ing that year of something over $3,000 the net amount was about f 7,000 on 
Jan. 1st, 1885. Within two years this amount was further reduced to $5,500 
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In 1^88, after it had become apparent that there would be no immediate 
legislation favoring in any manner the subject of pharmacy, in one of the 
sessions of this board while the subject of expense as related to income was 
under discussion, our eminent and worthily honored friend from Cleveland, 
Mr. G. ly. Hechler, who was then a member of the board of pharmacy, pro- 
posed, that in view of the fact that the largest part of the expenses of the 
board were incurred in the conduct of examinations, and that the meetings of 
the board for this purpose were being crowded with applicants who had no 
qualifications for registration, and indeed did not come with the hope of 
being successful in their examinations but to experiment upon the questions 
that were given the applicants to answer, and as it was a free show many of 
the applicants came early and came often, until it began to appear that the 
board of pharmacy was carrying on a training school in which they were 
instructing the applicants how to answer its own questions, an examination 
fee should be charged each applicant. It was at this early date apparent, 
reasoned Mr. Hechler, that if the board was to continue in the effort to 
perform its duties that some other means than that arising from registration 
fees and renewals must be provided; furthermore the law made no pro- 
visions for the expenses incident to examination, and that the board had as 
much right under the clause giving it the authority to make such rules and 
regulations as were necessary for the transaction of its business, to exact a 
fee for examination, as it had to pay the expenses of such examinations out 
of the registration fees, and that it was not fair or proper to require the reg- 
istered pharmacist to bear the expense of examining the unregistered appli- 
cant. The force of this logic together with the prospects of at some time in 
the not far distant future of being obliged to provide additional income, led 
the members of the board to seriously consider the matter of charging an 
examination fee. An opinion upon the power of the board to do this was 
sought from the then attorney general of the state. He declined to express 
an opinion upon the point submitted him, stating that such a decision could 
only be satisfactorily determined by a decision from the courts, and he 
would not advance a legal opinion in the absence of any judicial decree. 
The inference was that he thought the board justified in equity, if not in 
law, in exacting a fee from its applicants for examination, indeed he stated 
further that if the board needed additional revenue to go ahead and charge 
the fee, and if any applicant objected let him appeal to the courts for redress. 
At the subsequent meeting of the board the fee for examinations was 
finally determined upon, and the date when the rule should become 
effective was fixed for November, 1888. From that time until May, 1896, 
such fees were required from each applicant, and not a word of objection, 
or protest from any applicant was heard by any member of the board from 
that time until now. These fees were honestly and accurately accounted 
for in both the reports to this association, and to the secretary of state. 
The matter was reported to this association in the first annual report of the 
board, after the action was taken and the report was received and adopted. 
The subsequent annual reports contained an account of the money collected 
from examination fees, and these reports were all received and adopted 
without dissent or protest.

48 . OHIO STATE PHARMACEUTICAI, ASSOCIATION. 

In February of this year a series of sensational articles appeared in a 
one cent daily newspaper, published in Cincinnati, making the most mali- 
cious charges against, and attacks upon the board of pharmacy in its action 
in charging applicants a fee for examinations, intimating that these fees 
were collected and used by the members of the board without warrant of 
law, and for their own personal benefit, and without any report being made 
of the receipt or disposition of such funds, etc. The anther of these attacks 
in disguise is surmised, but it is not proper to announce his name here. 
Not contented with have ventilated this much of his spleen, he proceeded 
to Columbus where he spent the greater portion of a week in endeavoring 
to persuade the governor on ex parte statements, and by misrepresentations, 
to remove all the members of the board for malfeasance in office. In fair- 
ness to his accomplishments as an expert mischief maker, he came very 
near being successful in his enterprise, being backed up in the meantime by 
persons who had a grievance against the board for some cause. Before 
taking such a radical step however, the governor decided to hear the other 
side of the case, and after a patient hearing of the facts presented by the 
board with documentary evidence to substantiate its statemeuts, he 
announced his decision that the board if it had transcended its authority 
under the law, had done so for the public good, and not for private gain, 
consequently there were no grounds upon which he could properly interfere 
with the members in their official capacity. Into the legal intricacies of the 
case however, he could not go, for the reason that it was not his place to 
do so, and also that he was not a lawyer, and consequently not competent 
to determine what the board could, or could not do. He suggested, how- 
ever, that since the question had been agitated, that the matter should be 
carefully considered, and if there was any reasonable doubt as to the powers 
of the board to collect a fee of this kind, that the exacting of such a fee be 
suspended until the courts could definitely determine the status of the case. 

His suggestion was wholly advisory, and not mandatory, for said he 
if you continue to charge the fee as heretofore, I will sustain you in your 
action as far as it is in my power so to do. Meantime a bill had been pre- 
pared and introduced into the general assembly, making some greatly 
needed changes in the present law, and among them one fully authorizing 
the board to exact a fee for examinations. This bill was defeated in the 
house, by the furious opposition of the members from the country districts, 
leaving the board precisely as it was before, so far as having at its command 
the means to properly transact its business was concerned. 

It is not the duty or the privilege however of this board to continue any 
policy which has any questionable features connected therewith, merely 
out of anxiety that this great state of Ohio, may not be left without any 
restrictions on the practice of so honorable and useful a profession as ours. 

The members of the board can get along in comfort without either the 
miserable compensation each receives for his humble service, as well as the 
still more miserable and disgraceful hounding he receives for his honest 
efforts to perform his duties. While the opposition will boast that it forced 
the board to abandon the plan of charging an examination fee, we feel that 
it required a great deal more courage to determine upon its discontinuance, 
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until it could be finally determined by the courts whether we had the full 
power to exact it, than it would be to continue in the policy we had been 
pursuing for several years. At the May meeting in Columbus, the board 
after a long discussion voted to charge, but the registration fee of $3.00 for 
pharmacist, and |2.oo for an assistant pharmacist, until such time as its 
legal powers should be fully ascertained. This will be a long an4 tedious 
process, and before the question is finally settled the pharmacy law in 
Ohio will be a thing of the past simply because there will be nothing with 
which to meet its expenses. We regret that in taking this step we seriously 
wounded some of our friends who had stoutly upheld us in our course, and 
who had faith in our integrity, both of purpose and conduct. Many of 
these urged us to maintain the position we had assumed at all hazards, but 
the board took what it believed to be still higher ground, that it were better 
to have no law, than to have one upheld by methods concerning which 
there were questions arising as to their validity, and the only time in which 
the board could conscientiously retire from the position assumed on this ques- 
tion was at the first meeting for examinations after the matter had been ' 
publicly discussed. Before it is possible to invoke any aid from the legis- 
lature at its session 18 months hence the present fund will be exhausted. 
Complaints of violation of law are coming to us every week, but to these 
we are obliged to turn a deaf ear, for prosecution costs money under a law 
which fines the board in the way of expense, more than it does the violator 
in the matter of penalties. 

If the situation is a comfortable one to those prominent members of this 
association, who have hindered the proper enforcement of the pharmacy 
law and restrained the board in securing the means for carrying out the 
purpose of its existence, they are welcome to it. We believe the majority 
of the better class of pharmacists, and especially those who are engaged in 
the educational institutions throughout the state will deplore the existing 
conditions and seek for means to remedy them. 

During the past year the board had filed in its office more complaints 
of violation of law than during any year of its history; it also made more 
arrests than in all the combined years since its organization. A list of 
these cases with the disposition of each is upon the records of the board, 
but it is doubtful if they would be of sufficient general interest to reproduce 
them here. 

We submit the following report of the receipts and expenditures for the 
year ending with April 30th, 1896. 

We will also submit after the close of the present triennial renewal of 
registrations, a complete revised list of the pharmacists and their assistants 
within the state, provided it can be prepared before it is desired that the 
proceedings of the association be put into press. The preparation and 
alphabetical arrangement of this list from the records will require some 
weeks of time. 

Before closing this brief statement it may be well to say that the per- 
diem and expenses of the members of the board show an increase over what 
they have been in some of the former years. This is accounted for in the 
fact that since the beginning of the year 1895, the board held after each 
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examination what it denominated a supplementary meeting. This meeting 
was held about two weeks after each examination, and was for the purpose 
of going over carefully, as a board, the ratings made by the individual mem- 
bers on the examination papers assigned to each one. During the time the 
custom was in use of rating paper and sending them by express to the mem- 
bers at their homes, there was a great deal of latitude as shown by the 
judgment of different members upon different papers, or in other words a 
lack of uniformity in conclusions reached in many cases. There seemed to 
be no practical method of overcoming this except to have the board meet 
for the express purpose of passing upon all papers, so that in cases where 
there was a disagreement the members could express their views upon such, 
and after a full discussion of the merits or demerits,' the majority should 
determine the result. 

The plan has been the most satisfactory in its operations, and the 
results have been more uniform in all examinations, the board doing justice 
to its work and dealing impartially with all its examinees. This of course 
has doubled the number of meetings and likewise the expense, but the end 
fully justified the means, although it is doubtful if the plan can longer be 
sustained in the present condition of the treasury. 

It should also be remembered that the service of each member includes 
not only his attendance upon the meetings of the board, but includes the 
■days spent at the homes of each in rating papers, preparing papers for 
•examinations, and in looking up each in his own district the cases of 
reported violation of law.

CONSTITUTION, 



ARTICLE I. 

This association shall be called "The Ohio vState Pharmackutical 
Association." 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this association shall be to unite the reputable pharmacists 
and druggists of the state, to improve the science and art of phannacy, to 
elevate its standard, and to restrict the practice of pharmacy to properly 
qualified pharmacists and druggists. 

ARTICLE III. 

Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and professional standing 
and of legal age, whether in business on his or her account, retired from 
business, or employed by another, and teachers of pharmacy, materia 
inedica, chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in pharmac}^, 
-shall be eligible to membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

This association shall meet annually at such time and place as shall be 
previously determined. 

ARTICLE V. 

The officers of this association shall be a president, two vice presidents, 
a permanent secretary, assistant secretary, a permanent treasurer, and an 
executive committee of three, all of whom, except the permanent secretary 
and treasurer, shall be elected annually by ballot, and serve until their suc- 
cessors are duly elected. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be in writing, 
and shall be acted upon at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving 
the vote of three-fourths of the members present, it shall become a part of 
the constitution. 
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BY-LAWS. 

CHAPTER I. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Artici^E I. The president shall preside at all meetings of the associa- 
tion. In his absence or inability to preside, one of the vice presidents, or in 
the absence of all, a president pro tempore shall perform the duties of the 
president. In all balloting, and upon all questions upon which the ayes 
and nayes are taken, the president is required to vote, in other cases he shall 
not vote unless the members be equally divided. He shall call a special 
meeting whenever requested by twenty-five members, and present at each 
annual meeting a repprt of the operation of the association. 

Art. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
association, a list of the names, residences and date of entrance .of each 
member, and be the custodian of all papers read ; he shall conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, and notify each member of the meetings. 
He shall also publish and distribute the annual proceedings of the associa- 
tion, having previously obtained the consent of the executive committee to 
the necessary expenditure of money. 

Art. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all funds and deposit the 
same in the name of the association, for which he shall be personally re- 
sponsible ; collect all moneys due the association, pay all bills when 
countersigned by the president ; issue certificates of membership ; render a 
fiill report at each annual meeting, and report the state of the treasury when 
called upon by the executive committee. 

Art. 4. The executive committee shall take into consideration, and 
report without delay, on all matters of business, and on all propositions for 
membership, and audit all bills against the association. 

CHAPTER II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Article i. Propositions for membership shall be ma4e to the execu- 
tive committee, in writing, with the endorsement of two members of the 
association in good standing, and the vote of two-thirds of the members at 
any session shall be required for election. 

Art. 2. No person shall be considered a member of this association 
until he has signed the constitution and by-laws, and paid an initiation fee 
of one dollar, and the annual contribution for the current year. 

Art. 3. Every member shall pay in advance to the treasurer, two dollars 
as his yearly contribution, and shall forfeit his membership by neglecting to 
pay said contribution for three successive years. 
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Art. 4. Resignations of membership shall be made in writing to the 
secretary ; but no resignation shall be accepted from anyone who is in 
arrears to the treasury nor until he has surrendered his certificate of mem- 
bership. 

Art. 5. The association shall have power to expel a member by a two- 
thirds vote ; but the vote shall not be taken until the next annual meeting 
after the charges have been preferred, and the accused shall be notified of 
the charges and specifications made against him. 

Art. 6. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who may be 
thought worthy of the distinction may be elected honorary members. Their 
election shall require a vote of two thirds ( % ) of the members present, by 
ballot, at the annual meeting following the presentation of names for said 
membership. They shall not, however, be required to contribute to the 
funds, nor shall they be eligible to hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 7. Pharmacists, chemists and other scientific men who are, or have 
been, active members of this association, and have removed from the state 
of Ohio, may be elected to associate membership. They shall not be required 
to contribute to the funds of the association, nor shall they be eligible to 
hold office or vote at the meetings. 

Art. 8. Active members of this association in good standing for at 
least five years may have issued to them by the secretary a certificate of 
life membership, upon the payment of ten dollars into the treasury of the 
association. 

CHAPTER III. 

MEETINGS. 

Article i . Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 

Art. 2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1. Calling the roll. 5. Election of officers. 

2. Reading minutes. 6. Reading communications. 

3. Election of members. 7. Reports of committees. 

4. Report of officers. 8. Miscellaneous business. 

CHAPTER IV. 
RULES OF ORDER. 

Article i. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall be en- 
forced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, appeals may 
be taken if required by two members, and the meeting shall thereupon de- 
cide without debate. 

Art. 2. When a question is regularly before the meeting, and is under 
discussion, no motion shall be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, 
for the previous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit or amend, 
to pQ3tpone indefinitely — which several motions have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged. A motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. 
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Art. 3. No member shall speak twice on the same subject, except by 
permission, until every member wishing to speak has spoken. 

Art. 4. On the call of any two members the ayes and nayes shall be 
ordered, when every member shall vote, unless excused by a majority of 
those present* and the names and manner of voting shall be entered on the 
minutes. 

CHAPTER V. 

COMMITTEES. 

Artici^e I . The president shall appoint the following committees, viz : 

A committee of three members on matters of trade interests. 

A committee of three members on papers and queries. 

A committee of five members on pharmacy laws. 

A committee of five members on national formulae. 

A committee of one member for each county on state and county corres- 
pondence. 

A committee of three members on adulteration and sophistication. 

A committee of three members on pharmaceutical education. 

Art. 2. Five delegates and five alternates shall be annually elected to 
attend the meetings of the American Pharmaceutical Association. 

Art. 3. The president shall, at the first session of the regular meetings, 
appoint a committee of nine to nominate officers for the association, who 
shall report at the next session. 

CHAPTER VI. 

MISC EI.I.ANEOUS. 

Artici^E I . Every proposition to alter or amend these by-laws shall be 
submitted in writing, and may be balloted for at any subsequent session ; 
when upon receiving a vote of two-thirds of the members present, it shall 
become a part of the b3^-laws. 

Art. 2. No one, or more, of these by-laws shall be suspended. 
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■ OHIO PHARMACY LAWS. 

[Senate Bill No. 6.] 

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 4405, 4406, 4407, 4408, 4409, 4410, 441 1 and 4412 
of the Revised Statutes of Ohio. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Ohio^ That Sections forty-four hundred and five, forty -four hun- 
dred and six, forty-four hundred and seven, forty-four hundred and 
eight, forty-four hundred and nine, forty -four hundred and ten, forty- 
four hundred and eleven [and] forty-four hundred and twelve of the 
Revised Statutes of Ohio, be so amended as- to read as follows : 

Sec. 4405. It shall be unlawful for any person, not a registered who must em- 
pharmacist to open or conduct any pharmacy or any retail drug or tered^ p^r- 
chemical store as proprietor thereof, unless he shall have in his em- i»acist. 
ploy and place in charge of such pharmacy, or store, a registered 
pharmacist within the meaning of this chapter, who shall have the 
supervision and management of that part of the business requiring 
pharmaceutical skill and knowledge ; or to engage in the occupation 
of compounding or dispensing medicines on prescriptions of physi- who may re- 
cians, or of selling at retail for medical purposes any drugs, chemi- tail drugs. 
cals, poisons or pharmaceutical preparations within this state until 
he has complied with the provisions of this chapter ; provided nothing proviso, 
in this section shall apply to or in any manner interfere with the 
business of any physician or prevent him supplying to his patients 
such articles as may seem to him proper, or to the making or vending 
of patent or proprietary medicines by any retail dealer, or with the 
selling by any country store of copperas, borax, blue vitrol, saltpetre, 
sulphur, brimstone, licorice, sage, juniper berries, senna leaves, castor 
oil, sweet oil, spirits of turpentine, glycerine, glauber salt, epsom salt, 
cream of tartar, bi-carbonate of sodium ; and of paregoric, essence of 
peppermint, essence of cinnamon, essence of ginger, hive syrup, 
syrup of ipecac, tincture of arnica, syrup of tolu, syrup of squills, 
spirits of camphor, number six, sweet spirits of nitre, compound 
cathartic pills, quinine pills, and other similar preparations when 
compounded by a registered pharmacist and put up in bottles and 
boxes bearing the label of such pharmacist or wholesale druggist, 
with the name of the article and directions for its use on each bottle 
or box, or with the exclusive wholesale business of any dealer. 
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Appointment s^c. 4406. The Ohio state Pharmaceutical Association shall, 
Board o f immediately upon the passage of this act, submit to the governor the 
Pharmacy, names of ten persons, residents of this state, who have had at least 
ten years' experience as pharmacists and druggists, and from the 
names so submitted to him, or others, the governor shall, with the 
approval of the senate, select and appoint five persons, who shall con- 
stitute a board, to be styled the Ohio Board of Pharmacy ; and any 
member of the board may be removed by the governor for good cause 
shown him ; one member of said board shall be appointed and hold 
his office for one year, one for two years, one for three years, one for 
four years and one for five years, and until his successor shall be 
appointed and qualified ; and at its regular annual meeting in each .

mentioned and described in section forty-four hundred and five, shall 
be registered. Every person now conducting or engaged in such busi- 
ness in this state as proprietor or manager of the same, or who, being 
of the age of eighteen years, has been employed or engaged for three 
years preceding the passage of this act as an assistant in any retail 
drug store in the United States in the compounding or dispensing of 
medicines on the prescriptions of physicians, who shall furnish satis-

WILLFUL POISONING. 

Section 6812. Whoever administers poison to a person with intent to 
kill or injure such person, or mingles poison with food, drink or medicine, 
with intent to kill or injure any human being, or willfully poisons any well, 
spring, cistern, or reservoir of water, shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
not more than fifteen nor less than two years. 

PRESCRIBING WHILE INTOXICATED. 

Sec. 6813. Whoever, while in a state of intoxication, prescribes or ad- 
ministers any poison, drug or medicine to another, which endangers the life 
of such person, shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars and im- 
prisoned not more than twenty days. 

PRESCRIBING SECRET COMPOUNDS. 

Sec. 6814. Whoever prescribes any drug or medicine to another, the 
true nature and composition of which he does not, if required of, truly make 
known, but avows the same a secret medicine or compound, and thereby 
endangers the life of such other person, shall be fined not exceeding one 
hundred dollars and imprisoned not more than twenty days. 

PROCURING MISCARRIAGE. 

Sec. 6815. Whoever, with intent to procure the miscarriage of any 
woman, prescribes or administers to her any medicine, drug or substance 
whatever, or with like intent uses any instrument or means whatever, unless 
such miscarriage is necessary to preserve her life, or is advised by two 
physicians to be necessary for that purpose, shall, if the woman either mis- 
carries or dies in consequence thereof, be imprisoned in the penitentiary not 
more than seven years nor less than one year. 
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DEFACING BRAND ON ANIMALS. 

Sec. 6850. Whoever maliciously alters or defaces any artificial earmark 
or brand upon any horse, mare, foal, filly, jack, mule, ass,. sheep, goat, cow, 
ox, steer, bull, heifer or swine, the property of another, shall be fined not 
Tnore than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than twenty days, or both. 

POISONING ANIMALS. 

Sec. 6852. Whoever maliciously administers poison of any sort what- 
-ever. to any animal mentioned in Section 6850, the property of another, 
with intent to injure or destroy such animal, shall be fined not more than 
two hundred nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty 
■days, or both. 

POISON LAW. 

Sec. 6957. [See page 73, this Report.) 

DEPOSITING POISON. 

Sec. 6958. Whoever leaves or deposits any poison, or any substance 
■containing poison, in any common, street, alley, lane or thoroughfare of any 
kind, or any yard or enclosure other than yard or enclosure occupied by 
such person, shall be fined not more than fifty nor less than five dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than thirty nor less than five days, or both, and shall 
be liable to the person injured for all damages sustained. 

IMMORAL ARTICLES. 

Sec. 7027. Whoever sells or offers to sell or gives away or has in his 
possession with or without intent to sell or give away, any obscene, lewd or 
indecent or lascivious book, pamphlet, paper, drawing, lithograph, engrav- 
ing, picture, daguerrotype. photograph, stereoscopic picture, model, cast, 
instrument or article of indecent or immoral use, or instrument or article for 
procuring abortion or preventing conception ; or advertises the same for 
sale ; or writes or prints any letter, circular, handbill, card, book, pamphlet, 
advertisement or notice of any kind, or gives information orally stating 
when, how or where or by what means any of the obscene, lewd, indecent or 
lascivious articles or things hereinbefore mentioned can be purchased or 
otherwise manufactured ; or manufactures or draws and exposes or draws 
with intent to sell or have sold, or prints any such articles, shall be fined 
not more than one thousand nor less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not 
more than one year, or both ; but nothing in this section or the next two 
sections shall be construed to affect teaching in regularly chartered medical 
colleges or the publication of standard medical books or the practice of 
regular practitioners of medicine or druggists in their legitimate business. 

Sec. 7028 makes it unlawful to mail such matter or give notice through 
the mail where such things may be obtained. 
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ADVERTISING PROHIBITED ARTICLES. 

Sec. 7029. Whoever prints or publishes any advertisement of any 
secret drug or nostrum, purporting it to be for the exclusive use of females^ 
or which cautions females against their use when in a condition of preg- 
nancy, or in any way publishes any account or description of any drug,- 
medicine, instrument or apparatus for preventing conception or for procur- 
ing abortion or miscarriage, or keeps for sale or gratuitous distribution any 
newspaper, circular, pamphlet or book, containing such advertisement, ac- 
count or description, shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 

DISTRIBUTING THE ABOVE. 

Sec. 7030. Whoever sells or gives away or keeps for sale or gratuitous 
distribution any secret drug or nostrum, purporting to be exclusively for the 
use of females or for preventing conception or procuring abortion or mis- 
carriage, shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than six months, or both.

THE DOW LIQUOR LAW. 

(MAIN FEATURES.) 

Sec. 8892. '^ '^" ^ * That upon the business of trafficking in spirit^ 
uous, vinous, malt or any intoxicating liquor, there shall be assessed yearly 
* * * * the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars. * * * * 

Sec. 8899. The phrase ** trafficking in intoxicating liquor," as used in 
this act, means the buying or procuring and selling of intoxicating liquors 
otherwise than upon prescription issued in good faith by reputable physi- 
cians in active practice or for exclusively known mechanical, pharmaceu- 
tical, or sacramental purposes. * * * * 

Sec. 8902. That the sale of intoxicating liquor, whether distilled, malt 
or vinous, on the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday, except by 
a regular druggist on the written prescription of a regular practicing physi- 
cian for medical purposes only, is hereby declared unlawful. 

Sec. 8903. (Sale to minors, except on written order of parents, guardian 
or family physician, prohibited with penalty.) 
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Adulteration of Food and Drugs. 

AN ACT 
To provide against the adulteration of food and drugs. 

Section i . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 
That no person shall, within this state, manufacture for sale, offer for sale, 
or sell any drug or article of food which is adulterated, within the meaning 
of this act. 

Sec. 2. * * * xhe term "food," as used herein, shall 
include all articles used for food or drink by man, wh^her simple, mixed 
or compound. 

Sec. 3. An article shall be deemed to be adulterated within the mean 
ing of this act. 

{a) In the case of drugs: (i.) If when sold under or by a name rec- 
ognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, it differs from the standard of 
strength, quality or purity laid down therein; (2.) If when sold under or 
by a name not recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia, but which is 
found in some other pharmacopoeia, or other standard work on materia 
medica, it differs materially from the standard of strength, quality or purity 
laid down in such work; (3.) If its strength, qualitj'" or purity falls below 
the professed standard under which it is sold. 

{b) In the case of food: (i.) If any substance or substances have been 
mixed with it, so as to lower or depreciate, or injuriously affect its quality 
strength or purity; (2.) If any inferior or cheaper substance or substances 
have been substituted wholly or in part for it; (3.) If any valuable or nec- 
essary constituent or ingredient has been v/hoUy or in part extracted from 
it; (4.) If it is an imitation of, or if sold under the name of another article; 
{5.) If it consists, wholly, or in part of a diseased, decomposed, . putrid, 
infected, tainted or rotten animal or vegetable substance or article, whether 
manufactured or not — or, in the case of milk, if it is the produce of a diseased 
animal; (6.) If it is colored, coated, polished or powdered whereby dam- 
age or inferiority is concealed, or if by any means it is made to appear better 
or of greater value than it really is; (7.) If it contains any added substance 
or ingredient which is poisonous or injurious to health; provided that the 
provisions of this act shall not apply to mixtures or compounds recognized 
as ordinary articles or ingredients of food, \i each and every package sold or 
offered for sale be distinctly labeled as mixtures or compounds Tvith the 
name and per cent, of each ingredient therein, and are not ifijurious to 
health. 
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Sec. 4. Kvery person manufacturing, oflFering or exposing for sale, or 
delivering to a purchaser any * * * articles of food included 
in the provisions of this act, shall furnish to any person interested, or 
demanding the same, who shall apply to him for the purpose, and shall 
tender him the value of the same, a sample sufficient for the analysis of any 
such * * 4^ articles of food which is in his possession. 

Sec 5. Whoever refuses to comply, upon demand, with the require- 
ments of Section 4, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon, conviction shall be fined not 
exceeding one hundred nor less than twenty-five dollars, or imprisoned not 
exceeding one hundred nor less than thirty days, or both. And any person 
found guilty of manufacturing, offering for sale or selling an adulterated 
article of food * * * under the provisions of this act shall be 
adjudged to pay, in addition to the penalties hereinbefore provided for, all 
necessary costs and expenses incurred in inspecting and analyzing such 
adulterated articles of which said person may have been found guilty of 
manufacturing, selling or offering for sale. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force in forty days from 
and after its passage.

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LIQUOR LAW. 



Ruling of the Food Commissioner relative to the sale of wines and 
liquors by the pharmacists of Ohio : 

Whisky must conform to the standard of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, whisky, 
that is, it must contain not less than 50 per cent., nor more than 58 
per cent, of alcohol by volume. It must not contain more than 
twenty-seven- hundredths (.27) per cent, of solids. 

This alcohol percentage corresponds to from rco to 1 16 govern- 
ment proof degrees. 

Liquor which does not come within these limits may be sold, but 
not as whisky. Some other name must be used. 

Brandy must contain not less than 46 per cent., nor more than 55 Brandy, 
per cent, of alcohol by volume, corresponding to from 92 to 1 10 proof 
degrees. It must not contain more than fifteen-hundredths (.15) per 
cent, of solids. 

Gin must contain not less than 47 per cent, of alcohol by volume, Gin. 
corresponding to 94 proof degrees. 

Rum must contain not less than 49 per cent, of alcohol by volume. Rum. 
corresponding to 98 proof degrees. 

Domestic liquors must not be sold for foreign ; that is, California Domestic 
Brandy must not be sold for French Brandy ; New England Rum for i^iquor. 

Jamaica Rum, nor Domestic Gin for Holland Gin. 

Apple and peach brandies must be distilled from the fruit. Brandy. 

The article heretofore sold as Blackberry Brandy must no longer 
be sold as such, because it is not distilled from the fruit. It may be 
sold as Blackberry Cordial, provided it is prepared according to the 
formula of the U. S. Dispensatory (National Fomjulary). 

All Wines are classified as either White or Red, and all must wines, 
come within the requirements of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia, which are 
as follows : 

All wines must contain not less than 12.4 per cent., nor more than 
17.3 per cent, of alcohol by volume. 

White wines must contain not less than 1.5 per cent., nor more 
than 3.5 per cent, of solids. 

Blackberry Wine must be prepared from the fruit. The use of 
salicylic acid, or other antiferment, or artificially carbonating, is pro- 
hibited. 
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Branding and Every package in which liquor is sold or delivered most be 

labeling. branded with the name of the person or firm preparing the same, and 

also the words : " Containing no poisonous drugs or other added 

poison." If an original package is sold as received, already properly 

labeled, it does not need to be re-labeled by the second dealer. 

The above does not apply to wines. 

Wines must be labeled '* Pure Wine," *' Wine," or " Compounded 
Wine." 

* * Pure Wine " is the fermented juice of the grape to which nothing 
has been added, and only such can be sold as " Pure Wine." 

When processes of clarification have been used, or sugar has been 
added, the product must be sold and labeled simply *' Wine," and the 
word '* Pure " must not be used. 

All wines which have been fortified by the addition of spirit, or 
which have been sweetened but are otherwise pure, must be branded 
or labelled " Compounded W^ine." Packages of such wine containing 
more than three gallons must be labelled on both ends in black letters 
at least one inch high. Packages containing more than one quart 
and up to three gallons must be labelled in black letters at least one- 
half inch high. Packages containing one quart or less must be 
labeled in black letters at least one-fourth inch high. Cases or boxes 
containing a number of small packages must also be labeled, the size 
of the letter corresponding to the amount contained in them. 

All wines designated under the law as compounded wine, even if 
prescribed by a physician as Port, Sherry or Catawba, shall have the 
words ** Compounded Wine" attached thereto, as well as the physi- 
cian's directions. However, any added drug or mixture changes said 
wine to the form of a prescription. 

The word "Compounded" shall not apply to medicated wines, 
such as are put up for medicinal purposes only, neither does it apply 
to such wines as Ives' Seedling, Norton's Seedling, Blackberry, Cur- 
rant, Elderberry, Gooseberry or Claret. 

It is not necessary to label shelf bottles from which wines and 
liquors are sold. 

For the convenience of the pharmacists of Ohio, a series of labels 
have been prepared and placed on sale with the association treasurer, 
John H. Von Stein, Upper Sandusky, Ohio. 
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POISON- LAW. 



(Sec. 6957 Revised Statutes of Ohio.) 
Whoever sells, or gives away, any quantity of arsenic less than one 
pound, without first mixing therewith soot or indigo in the proportion of 
one ounce of soot, or half an ounce of indigo to the pound of arsenic, or 
except upon the prescription of a physician, sells or gives away any quantity 
of any article belonging to the class usually denominated poisons, to any 
minor, or sells or gives away any such article to any person, without having 
first marked the word ** poison" upon the label or wrapper containing the 
same, and registered in a book to be by him kept for that purpose, the day 
and date upon which it is sold or given away, the quantity thereof, the name, 
age, sex and color of person obtaining the same, the purpose for which it is 
required, and the name and place of abode of the person for whom the same 
is intended, shall be fined not more than two hundred nor less than twenty 
dollars. [50 V. 167, ?$ i, 2, 3, 4.]

(House Bill No. 92. ) 

AN ACT to provide for the proper labeling of poisonous articles. 

Section i . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, 
That whenever any pharmacist, druggist or other dealer in poisons, chemi- 
cals, medicines and drugs, whether wholesale or retail, shall sell any drug 
or chemical, an indiscriminate or careless use of which would be destructive 
of human life, such dealer shall afl&x to each bottle or package of such drug, 
chemical or poison, a label printed in red ink, having on it the name of 
the article by which it is commonly known, the cautionary emblem of the 
skull and cross-bones, the words ''caution and poison," and in addition 
thereto at least two of the most readily obtainable effective antidotes to such 
poisonous article. 

Sec. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of section one (i) of this act 
shall, upon conviction thereof, before any court having competent jurisdic- 
tion, be fined in any sum not exceeding one hundred (100) dollars, nor less 
than ten (10) dollars. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force sixty days after its 
passage.

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MORPHINE LAW, 



[House Bill No. 66.] 

To prescribe the manner of selling the sulphate and other preparations of 
morphine in the state, and for other purposes. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of OhiOy 
That it shall not be lawful for any person, other than a wholesale druggist 
or other dealer in drugs and medicines, to sell or offer for sale at wholesale, 
or for any person other than a registered pharmacist or a registered assistant 
pharmacist, to sell or offer for sale at retail morphine or any of its salts, in 
this state, and it shall not be lawful for such person to sell or offer for sale, 
morphine or any of its salts, in any bottle, vial, envelope or other package, 
unless the same shall be wrapped in a scarlet paper or envelope, and all 
bottles or vials used for the above purpose shall contain not more than one 
drachm each, and shall have in addition to said scarlet wrapper a scarlet 
label lettered in white letters, and the same must be upon both vial. and 
wrapper, when vials are used, plainly naming the contents of said bottle ; 
and further, that no person shall haVe the right to change any preparation 
of morphine from its original package to any other receptacle whatever for 
the purpose of retailing or dispensing therefrom, but it must be retailed or 
dispensed only from the original package with scarlet wrapper and scarlet 
label as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. That any one violating the provisions of the above section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than ten or more than fifty dollars, at the discretion of the court, for each 
and every violation of the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act be and 
the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after Sep- 
tember I, 1886.
